KOA 


Rocky Mountain Broadcasting Station 


Denver, Colorado 


Standing at the half-way point between the Mississippi and the Pacific 
Coast—half way between Canada and Mexico, KOA has, in a few short 
years, become a vital factor in the home life of its listeners, especially the 
rural people in more isolated sections. 

KOA brings to its listeners news of the nation’s activities, agricultural 
information, market service, the strains of America’s best music and the 
measures of her dance, the delights of the drama, an opportunity for wor- 
ship in an unseen church and, best of all, a broadening of their imagina- 
tions—a release from mental bondage which bids them look up and live 
more abundantly. 

The broadcasting station, 4 miles east of Denver, stands between its 
towers which rise to a height of 150 feet and support the antenna across 
260 feet of space. Buildings which house the studio and the power equip- 
ment are directly connected. 

Within the beautifully furnished studio building, the visitor is at once 
conscious of an atmosphere of quiet charm. Courteous hostesses are ever 
ready to extend a welcome and to explain the many interesting features 
of the station. 

In the studios on the second floor, different degrees of sound-absorption 
are provided thru adjustable velour window hangings that insure a correct 
degree of reverberation. To further augment the sound-proofing, so essen- 
tial to effective broadcasting, the walls and ceilings of the studios are 
covered with a layer of felt, cleverly concealed beneath a decorative fabric. 
Because this fabric is loosely woven, the sound waves are absorbed by the 
felt beneath and no echo reaches the microphone. 


The Control Room 


Between the large studio, 45 feet long and 22 feet in width, and the 
auxiliary studio, is the control room. Should a speaker or musician 
move from correct focal distance before the microphone, the operator in 
the control room flashes a signal to the announcer who silently indicates 
a change of position for the performer. More important, however, is the 
adjustment of the amplifying mechanism to the tonal qualities of different 
voices and instruments. 


The Power House 


The power house contains a motor-generator room and a power room 
proper. Two sets of transmitting equipment have been installed, either of 
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which can be placed in instant service, at the direction of the control room 
operator. This provision insures continuous operation. 


In the picture of the transmitter room, shown in the center of this 
booklet, Robert H. Owen, chief engineer, is shown standing at the oscillo- 
graph in which he “sees” the sounds of the program. J. A. Slusser, the 
operator, is seated at the desk. 


The antenna of the multiple tuned type, consists of 3 silicon bronze 
wires, each of 7 strands. Twenty-four-foot spreaders, suspended from 4-foot 
porcelain insulators, support the antenna. The counterpoise, functioning 
as a ground connection, is a network of 6 wires hung between the towers 
and held in place by 15 steel supports. 


It is a privilege indeed to have the opportunity of visiting this station 
and observing this remarkable achievement of science in operation, but 
more especially is it a privilege for the Colorado Agricultural College to 
have the facilities of this station for its weekly broadcasts of timely infor: 
mation.
